Veterinarians speak¬ 
ing before the conven¬ 
tions emphasized the 
regulations were de¬ 
signed to prevent ship¬ 
ment of cattle infected 
with brucellosis. 

Your state will be classi¬ 
fied by the rate of brucello¬ 
sis infection as A, B or C. 

' Some states, Buch as Idaho 
and Nevada, will probably 
upgrade their status from 
B to A next year.

considerable testing to do 
• within your herd before 
you can ship female cattle 


Tekai aha Oklahoma 
will begin the New 
Year ae probable C 
states. Testing In these 
states will be strin¬ 
gent. Cattle over six 
months old moving 
from a C state will re¬ 
quire two tests (60 and 
30 dayB) before move¬ 
ment and one test (45 
days) after movement. 
Stock under six mon¬ 
ths of age can move 
without test. Cattle 
moving between states 
will need entry permits 
from the states they 
are-going to so regula¬ 
tory vets can keep 
track of these cattle.

Live Stock & Meat Board, 
recently told the 89th* an¬ 
nual KLA convention and 
trade show crowd in Wich¬ 
ita, Kan. 

Consumers are not losing 
their taste for beef because 
they still enjoy the taste 
and still serve beef when 
entertaining, explains 
Huston. "Meat has a nutri¬ 
tional image" that is still 
alive. 

According to Huston, 
beef has the broadest basis 
of usage such that Amer¬ 
icana paid $185 per capita 
for beef last year alone. 

If beef Is such a widely 
used product where does 
the problem lie? According 
to Huston, beef has lost the 
fashionable image it once 
had in the 60's and since 
the general economy is bad, 
consumers can not afford 
to buy as much beef and 
are substituting It for dif¬ 
ferent products. 

The title of Huston's 


^*i«^*^Tyemand" as 
Huston sees it is the "con¬ 
sumers ability and willing¬ 
ness to buy our products." 
Since we can't do much 
about tho ability of con¬ 
sumers to buy beef, a plan 
must be designed at the 
willingness of consumers, 
explained Huston. 

As an industry some 
things can bo done to im¬ 
prove the beef situation, 
said Huston. First, increas¬ 
ed support for research is 
needed; second, processing, 
distribution, and market¬ 
ing need to be more precise; 
third, we shouldn’t take the 
consumer market for 
granted. 

Huston suggested cat¬ 
tlemen surveys, revenue 
guidelines for check-off 
programs, hiring a group to 
look at councils and 
establish a marketing plan, 
end last of all selecting a 
single ad agency for promo¬ 
tions, to get out of the beef 
slump.

U P * U.S. Commerce 
pt. earlier this week reaf- 
.irmed a preliminary deci¬ 
sion to collect countervail¬ 
ing duties of 6.19% (FOB 
value) on U.S. imports of 
lamb meat from New Zea¬ 
land. 

The announcement was 
the latest chapter in a dis¬ 
pute over whether New 
Zealand unfairly subsidizes 
its lamb exports to the de¬ 
triment of U.S. lamb pro¬ 
ducers, reports CNS. 

Commerce earlier this 
year announced a prelimin¬ 
ary decision to order 
countervailing duties pn 
U.S, imports of New Zea 
land lamb based on allega 


tions that New Zealand 
provided unfair subsidies 
to its lamb producers and 
exporters. However, in 
mid-September New 
Zealand became a 
signatory to the subsidies 
code of the Genera] Agree¬ 
ment of Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT). 

Under U.S, trade law, the 
U.S. must determine that a 
U.S, industry has been in¬ 
jured or le in danger of be¬ 
ing injured by the importa¬ 
tion of subsidized products 
from a subsidies code sig¬ 
natory before the U.S. can 
implement duties. 


The New Zealand case 
was therefore referred to 
the U.S. International 
Trade Commission (ITC) 
which determined in Oc¬ 
tober that U.S. imports of 
New Zealand lamb could be 
damaging, to the domestic 
lamb industry. 

On the basis of the ITC 
ruling, commerce again an¬ 
nounced a preliminary deci¬ 
sion to implement counter- 
vaihng duties, a measure 
designed to offset any 
benefits that might accrue 
to New Zealand's lamb pro¬ 
ducers and exporters from 
alleged subsidies.

Market Roundu p: 

Fed prices lean on 
sunny side of mkt. 

FED CATTLE CAME into the week under pressure as 
cattle buyers adjusted to the increased marketings on the 
opening session following the holiday-shortened period 
last week. Some price recovery was noticed on the follow¬ 
ing session as the receipts at major terminals were reduc¬ 
ed due to the winter storm conditions through parts of the 
Midwest as buyers scrambled for limited numbers. The 
live cattle price advances proved to be only Bhort lived as 
the wholesale beef trade failed to give any support and 
worked sharply lower at midweek under only a light de¬ 
mand. Late week live cattle trade under price pressure 
with buyers cautious and demand limited resulted in a 
very slow trade. 

Price trends on slaughter steers and heifers were 
uneven this week from one marketing area to the next. 
Midwestern terminal markets finished generally steady to 
$1 lower, however, Omaha closed at 76* to S1.26 higher on 
steers and heifers. Central plains direct markets finished 
steady to 50* higher with Instances of 91 higher in 
western Kansas on steers. Direct marketing areas 
westward closed uneven to 91 higher with Idaho steady to 
60* lower.

Washburn gives 
industry optimism 

Sam Washburn, pre9i- 
dent-oleci of tho National 
Cattlemen's Assn., recent¬ 
ly expressed cautious op¬ 
timism about the cattle in¬ 
dustry - 

Speaking at the Indiana 
Beef Cattle Assn/s annual 
convention, Washburn 
cited several factors which 
suggest improved pro¬ 
spects for profitabil¬ 
ity—particularly for those 
cattlemen who are good 
planners and managers. 
Favorable factors, he 
said, include: a downtrend 
in the economy later in 
1982; for feeders, the 
possibility of hedging a 
profit; and a moisture base 
in the Corn Belt for another 
good crap. 

“We probably have seen 
the lows in calf prices,' 1 
Washburn said. “We can 
expect some increase in 
both fed and feeder cattle 
prices—-if tho industry re¬ 
mains current in its mar¬ 
ketings. If we look past the 
recent and present very 
adverse conditions, we can 
see somewhat bettor times 
ahead. 

“Good winter grazing, In¬ 
cluding good wheat pas¬ 
ture, will contribute to 
feoder cattle price improve¬ 
ment."
